This biography of the Great English Admiral who rose to fame 
in the wars with the Dutch under Oliver Cromwell was originally 
undertaken at the suggestion of the late Sir John Fortescue, and 
the author has had access to extensive newly-discovered material, 
including some 500 letters of Blake not yet published. 


"Three reasons" writes Colonel Beadon, “have tempted me to 
write a life of Blake. The first is that he has been the most 
neglected, although as I conceive he stands among the greatest, 
of English Men of Action. The second is that he was under the 
Lord Protector, the creator and chief architect of the Royal Navy. 
And now that the trident is, perhaps, less securely in our hands, 
the occasion is fitting to recall how in the space of a single 
decade English Maritime power was raised from insignificance to 
@ dominance which, with but few and transient lapses, it has 
maintained up to our own days. sia ote yoke

The second instalment of these deeply interesting memoirs 
opens after the evacuation of Gallipoli. There would have been no 
evacuation could the Admiral have had his own way, and on being 
ordered to London to give evidence before the Dardanelles Commission, 
he did so with no uncertain voice. 


While in the Grand Fleet he made a deep study of the much 
misunderstood Battle of Jutland, a vivid account of which is 
embodied in the book. 


Sir Roger Keyes led the attack on Zeebrugge which made 
memorable St. George's Day, 1918, and in the autumn of that year 
commanded the naval forces in the great offensive which resulted in 
the final evacuation of Bruges and the Flanders Coast. In November 
he rode into Brussels when the King and Queen of the Belgians 
triumphantly entered their liberated capital.
